fighjiing it, sponsored the bill. It-pro^ 
vides for immediate designation

hospitals and sanitariums- already es- 
tablished, for the treatment of the 
white plague. To1 these "would be 
consigned cases otf consumption. 


Provision is made for the treat- 


ment of indigent tubercular 
cases. 


The government would pay 50 cents 
a day eac'ln for such patients and 
the state in which the patients reside 
would pay $1 a day. .
